Believes “Jesus Christ Super Star” 
May Stir Strife Among Blacks, Jews 


A .Presbyterian educator 
has cautioned that the film 
version of “Jesus Christ 
Super Star,"’ now being 
shown at Cinema East, 4177 
E. Broad St., might stir up 
antagonisms between blacks 
and Jewish people, 

Gerald S.- Strober,-in-an 
analysis~ of the -fitm;-which 
depicts the events of the 
Passion in "rock dpera” form, 
pointed, out that Judas, 
Played.by, a. Carl 
Anderson, is tr by the 
Jewish high priests with con- 
tempt and perfidy. 

Strober, who is consultant 
on—interreligious— education 
for the American Jewish: 
Committee, described a 
scene in the film.in which “a 


__ Jewish priest holds out a bag 


of money for Judas to take,” 
but as Judas reaches for the 
money, the priest drops it to 
the ground with a con empt- 
uous smirk.” 

“One wonders in what way 
this detail might activate cer- 
tain stereotypes in Ameri- 
cans’ minds,” he comments. 
minds,”” he comments. 

Strober also expressed 
regret that the role of Judas, 
the disciple who betrayed 
Jesus to the Romans and 
who has come down in 
history as the classic exam- 
ple of a traitor, was played by 
a black actor. 

“Among the 12 disciples, 
why was the basest and most 
treacherous cast as a black?” 
he asked. 

Strober's basic objection to 
the-film, however, is the fact 
that it revived the “old false- 
hood of the Jews’ ‘collective 
responsibility’ for ~Jesus’ 
death." 

The idea, he pointed out, 
has been denounced as."his- 
torically and spiritually un- 
tenable, and is being dis- 


carded from church teaching 


and preaching and from In- 


dividual belief.” He accused 
Universal Pictures ‘and the 
producer-director, Norman 
Jewison, of “exploiting a 
tradition that has scarred 
Jews and Christians trom the 
time of the Church Fathers, 
through the Middle Ages, to 
the era-of Auschwitz.’

“Blacks are more in- 
terested in jobs with titles 
than they are in making 
money." 

That is the gripe of William 
H. (Bubbles) Holloway, The 
CALL-POST “Sights and 
Sounds” columnist who has 
noted with chagrin the 
@xodus of blacks from the 
lucrative area of service jobs. 

There is good money to be 
made in restaurants, hotels 
and night spots, Holloway 
contends, but blacks just 
aren't applying. 

And to prove his ‘point, 
Holloway, an equal em- 
Ployment officer for Model 
Cities, is prepared to train 
and find places for anyone in- 
terested In getting into the 
field. But he's willing to bet 
no one reading this article 
will take him up on the offer, 

Holloway, who has inter- 
viewéd innumerable people 
for jobs in his position at 
Model Cities, says blacks are 
passing up “jobs that pay 
dollars” for ‘prestigious, 
white collar jobs that pay 
nothing beyond prestige.” 

Most. recently, Holloway 
has been trying to open sum- 


_-Mer jobs. at Musicpark, the 


new entertainment spot at 
Beulah Park, but has been 
unable to find blacks to ap- 
ply. 

Experienced..at table 
waiting himself, Holloway 
believes a Musicpark job 
would be an excellent experi- 
ence for a young person 
going to college. 

When | worked at a hotel in 
Atlantic City, he said, girls 
from college would come to 
work there in droves during 
their vacation period. 

An associate of the 
Kasbah at 21st and Long St., 
Holloways has waited on 
tables at famous restaurants 
in the New York World's Fair 
and at different hotels in New 
York and “Atlantic City. 

The experience, he said, 
has been rewarding fi- 
nancially and has helped me 
in the public relations field. 

In addition, he said, ‘y have. 
met and maintained friends, 
famous and not-so-famous, 
throughout the years who at 
different intervals have been | 
very very helpful to me.” 

Holloway believes ‘the 
desire for honors and titles is } 
working to the disadvantage | 
of blacks. | 

He “recalls the days when 
the black minister in. the 
South who had no education 
called himself ‘The Honor- 
able Doctor Reverend Pastor 
Jones.” | 


This, he said, “rubbed off 


to this generation thinking 
that the title is worth more 
than the money.” 

A black woman would! 
rather tell people she is a 
bank~teller- than-a~barmaid; | 
but as a barmaid, she would 
take home at least $50 a 
week more, Holloway ob- 
served. 

A good waitress in a good 
spot will make more -money 
than a beginning. school |

teacher in the Columbus 
school system, he added. But 
still there is an overflow and 
layoff of school teachers and 
a demand for waitresses. 

“Blacks have been trained 
in-late years to elevate them. 
selves out of service jobs and 
in elevating themselves, have 
elevated themselves to a no-- 
money bracket.” 

Holloway noted that a 
waitress job is an excellent 
opportunity for a woman with 
a family to earn some extra 
‘money, pointing out that she 
can earn good money 
working just four hours a day. 

Holloway said he hasn't 
seen a black waitress at 
Scioto Downs for three years. 
This is not because they are 
tumed down, he added. They 
don’t apply. 

Holloway is concerned that 
as blacks leave the service 
area, they are leaving the 
fiéld wide open for others to 
move in and take advantage 
of the opportunities it offers, 

“At .one time,” he said, 
“practically every major hotel 
in the south and in the north 
used black waiters, 
waitresses and bellboys. 

“In the last decade, all-of 
this has changed until now 
you have the French taking, 
over, the Cubans in Florida 
have -gobbled up all of the 
jobs, and whites, period, have 
found how lucrative these 


rvice Jobs. 


a 


jobs can be.” 

A case in point is the 
recent firing of 30 employees 
at Scots Inn. Six of these, in- 
cluding a maitre-d', were 
black, Replacing them are 
European waiters who were 
hired.as a group in a change- 
over to international cuisine. 

Holloway does not con- 
sider this discrimination “1h 
terms of not wanting to hire 
blacks. Rather, he believes 
that Americans are showing a 
preference for international 
cuisine and services. 
~ With traditional restaurants 


changing over to interna- 
tional setups, Holloway 
questions what Americans 


have to offer the European 
traveler who, he notes, is now 
visiting the United States in 
ratios comparable to 
Americans visiting Europe. 

We're missing out, 
Holloway says. "Aunt Jemima 
ig famous in Her own right” 
and ‘the old southern 
mammy was noted for her 
soulful cooking until -the 
Colonel came along.” 

“It'ain't too bad to be arich 
Aunt Jemima, You can't eat 
prestige or titles.” . 

“I'm not trying to stop any- 
one from being a bank teller 
or to kill the ambitions of a 


future executive ors presi-~ 


dent,” Holloway said. “I'm 
only trying to point. out that 
we as an ethnic group, in a

society where nothing counts 
more than the -almighty 
dollar, should put more em- 
phasis on. harvesting dollars 
instead of harvesting 
honors.” . 

Holloway regrets that the 
necessity for attending 
church prevents many blacks 
from taking jobs which would 
help them develop their 
economic status. 

“Less religion,” he said, 
“and. more- dollars would. be 
beneficial to the black race.” 
With those dollars, other 


minority group members have 
bought the places where they 
were working or the places 
that were excluding them, 
Holloway pointed out. 
There are, he added, 
thousands of black home- 
owners with substantial bank 
accounts who have educated 
their children and were out- 
standing in their communities 
that- have- known—no-- other 
jobs but the services. 
Holloway-is -quite serious 
aout his offer to train 
people.

An editorial in a local paper suggested Aaron should con- 
centrate on his baskeball playing and not read his fan mail. 
Why deny Hank an opportunity to read his fan mail? Some 
person may try to carry out his threat. Why should Aaron be 
Carrying this letter of warning in his pocket when he should 
be tuming it over to the proper law enforcing agents. 

The Biblical story of Uriah is a good illustration of a man 
who lost-his life because he didn’t read the message King 
David had given him to deliver to his general. David told the 
genera! to put Uriah in the front of.the battle so that he would 
be killed. After Uriah was slain, David married his wife. 

“| was really amazed that people in the United States can 
be so envious,” Aaron said recently. ‘| thought records were 
made to be broken.” Some of Aaron's fan mail has consisted 
of hate letters, complaints, gripes, threats and sour notes 
coming from so-called red-blooded American sports fans, 

Aaron stated last week that he had received over 10,000 
letters. Most of these letters have been good news from 
children. Although he tries to answer them, he has fallen 
behind. Every time he answers a letter, he sends the writer 
~one-of-his~autographed™ photos’ When the Atlanta Braves 
play a night game in Atlanta, Hank goes to’the Park a couple 
hours earlier in order to answer his fan mail. If you are a 
baseball fan, you should send Hank a letter of en- 
couragement. 

Since it appears that Hank will break the Babe's record, he 
has been headline news on all sports pages. One sport- 
Swriter interviewed 10 National League pitchers to get their 
reaction as to how they would pitch to Aaron. 

One pitcher said, “I'd throw my best pitch and hope like 
hell he hits it.” Another one said, “I think I'd throw one down 
the middle, just to see what happened.” 

Still another one said, "| don't want to be remembered that 
way.” When offensive records are set very few fans remem- 
ber the defensive players. Babe Ruth hit three home runs in 
World Series game. Many-oidtimers will tell you about this in- 
cident, but don't ask them who pitched those fat ones. 

Commissioner Bowie Kuhn stepped into the picture last 
week and has warned the pitchers against throwing a “Fat 
One" to Aaron. Why all the noise? If Hank could hit 692 
homer runs, he ought to be able to hit 23 more without the 
help of the commissioner. 

When Don Larsen of the New. York Yankees pitched a per- 
fect no-hit game against the Brooklyn Dodgers on Oct. 8, 
1956, there was some controversy about-the final strike. Lar- 
sen struck out Dale Mitchell/on a third called strike which 
ended the game. Mitchell protested that the ball wasn't over 
the plate. The umpire replied that the ball was close enough 
to the plate to be called a strike. The umpire leaned back- 
wards on this occasion to help Larsen, 

Babe Ruth's final two home runs which gave him a total of 
714 were hit off Guy Bush in Pittsburgh on May 25, 1935. 
When Bush was interviewed down-in Shannon, Miss., recen- 
tly, he stated he would “dust him off’ (Aaron) if he had to 
pitch to him." ~ 

There are some writers who are concerned with Aaron's 
age. He will soon be 40 years old and that is, two years 
younger than Willie Mays who is still hitting home runs. 

If you check the records you will discover Aaron has won 
some other batting nonors. He won. the National League bat- 
ting title in 1956 with a .328 and in 1959 with a .355. He led 
the league in home runs on four different occasions, He had 
44 in 1957, 44 in 1963, 44 in 1966 and 39 in 1967. He also led 
the league in runs-batted-in with 132 in 1957, 126 in 1960, 130 
in 1963 and 127 in 1966, A further check of the records and 
you will see that Hank was the league leader in runs scored 
with 118 in 1957, 121 in 1963 and 113 in 1967. 

Eight different times Hank led the league in total bases. 
Not even Willie Mays can top this record. As a slugger he 
has led the league four times in slugging percentage. Upon 
checking the records closely, we have noticed that Hank has 


* never led the league in strike outs or walks, Babe Ruth led 


the league in strikouts five times, Mickey Mantle four times 


and shared it with Larry Doby once. Hail to the new King of

Housing Cases, US Says 


WASHINGTON — (NBNS) -- 
Blacks, joined by the Justice 
Department, have asked the 
nation’s high court to permit 
only judges to decide federal 
discrimination suits, 

In the case, brought under 
the 1968 Civil Rights Act. 
Mrs. Julia Rogers. charged 
that a white couple refused to 
rent her an apartment 
‘because of her race. 

| Mrs.~Rogers received a 
favorable ruling from U.S. 
District Court Judge Jchn W. 
Reynolds in Milwaukee 'n the 
suit, agreeing that $250 in 
punitive damages should be 
awarded to the plaintif®. 

He also rejectec the 
couple's demand .for # jury 
trial. Mrs. Rogers had con- 
tended that a black who 
alleges. discrimination that 
have juries with white mem- 
bers may refuse to decide 


against white landlords. 

Solicitor General Erwin N. 
Griswold told the court that 
“the complications and un- 
certainties inherent in jury 
trials’ could have a 
“deleterious effect’’ on 
housing discrimination 
prosecution. 

Saying the effectiveness of 
private suits to enforce the 
open housing 
jeopardy, Griswold asked the 
court to hear and sub- 
sequently rule in her favor. 

“Complaints by private per-

A group of inner-city pastors, 
ministers and taymen are 
agonazed, and well they should be, 
over the decision of the Cleveland 
Catholic Diocese. to phase out two 
Catholic Schools located in the 
black community, along with cut- 
backs In two other parishes, St.

White Folks’ Business 


Black Americans should have, by 


now, feached enough sophistica- 
ion to do away, for ail time, the old 


. feeling that “white folks’ business” 


need not be of concem to blacks. 

Nevertheless we continue to hear 
supposedly intelligent blacks ver- 
bally shrug off the Watergate in- 
vestigation, ‘the clear warnings ot 
energy shortages, and the 
depletion’ of the American dollar 
abroad, as of no concer to their 
well being. 

It should be apparent to even the 
most dense among us that the 
fortunes of America’s largest 
minority group, ebb and flow in 
direct proportion to the ebb and 
tlow of the American economy. 

Dr. Donald J. Harris, visiting 
scholar at Stanford University, 
speaking at the University of Akron 
Afro-American Studies Distin- 
guished Lecture Series, puts it this 
way: 

“The nature of discrimination is 
such that it is integrally tied to the 
aggregate economy.” 

in short, blacks tend to be finan- 
cially better off during times of war 
because only at that time is full em- 
ployment approached. Unfortunate- 
ly, during both major world wars, | 
and ||, the wants of blacks had 
been so long denied that few 
managed to accumulate the kind of 
savings that could have stimulated 
black entrepreneurship. 

“The problem of survival in the 
ghetto” suggests Dr- Harris, “is the — 
lack of capital and the inability and 
instability in the market served by 
ghetto merchants. It is only the 
strong who survive in ghetto 
businesses—those who squeeze the 
consumer and their workers the 
hardest. Most of these happen to be 
white, but if blacks owned these 
ghetto businesses very few of them 
would be able to do much dif- 
ferently.

Hip Shooting

Elmer Binford, the acting director 
of Housing.and Urban Development 
(HUD) in Columbus, appears to us 
to have “shot from the hip” in 
charging that the city had delayed 
up to $1 million in relocation 
payment to some 300 families.

federal law. This is a serious mat- 
ter,” Binford added. 

He then went on to charge that 
the relocation payment should have 
been made to the families, most of 
whom are black, over the past three 
years.

Budget 


The nine Black members of the Ohio 
House, fuming over the major surgery 
the. budget bill suffered at the hands of 
the Republican leadership of the Ohio 
Senate early last Friday, quickly went 
into a eye-ball to eye-ball huddle to 
map out strategy to restore certain 
funds sliced from the bill by the upper 
house. 

Of primary concern to the nine Black 
Democrats was a $4-million item ear- 
marked for the operation of Community 
Action Agencies in Ohio, knocked out 
of the budget by the Senate Finance 
Committee. An amendment to restore 
the CAA allocation was offered by Sen. 
M. Morris Jackson, but it‘was quickly 
voted down in steamrolier fashion. 

The $9.9 billion budget approved by 
the Senate by a vote of 19-14, was $100 
million lower than the House passed 
version of the measure. The Senate 
also pared $17-million from the $826- 
million welfare item — by the 
House. 

But while the knifing of ‘woltare and 
several other items by the Senate raised 
their ire, the deletion of the $4-million 
CAA provision is the main target of the 
Black lawmakers’ attack. And by virtue 
of the fact that the House refused to 
concur in the bill_as.paseed by the 
Senate, it was referred to. a Senate 
House Conference committee which is 
attempting to workout their differences. 

The Black members, although by- 
passed by the leadership in selecting 
the six-man conference committee, are 
hopeful that the panel will be unable to 
come to terms and throw the matter into 
the hands of a sub-committee. In this 
case, they will insist that a member of 
their group be “appointed-to the sub- 
committee. 

With a Black member on the sub- 
committee, he presumably, will hold out 
for a restoration of the CAA item. But 
should this plan fail to materialize, the 
blacks, as of last weekend, indicated

that they will vote to reject the Con- 
ference Committee's report if the CAA 
funds are not included. ~ 

They figure that in close vote, the 
chances of the approval of the Confer- 


ence panel's report are dangerously ~ 


thin without the nine black votes. So 
between this writing and the time the 
report comes to the House floor for a 
vote, the black members will be flexing 
their muscles and dangling the $4- 
million CAA cut in the face of the 
House-Senate leadership. 

For the past three years or more, Rep. 
tke Thompson (D-Cleveland) has been 


complaining about the hundreds of ' 


abandoned, boarded up service 
stations scattered around inner city 
neighborhoods all over the state. 
During the previous legislative session, 
he sponsored a bill to bring these com- 
munity defacing eyesores under state 
control, but his bill died in committee. 

But Thompson refused to give up, so 
this-year,.he reintroduced his “down 
with abandoned service station 
buildings bill.” Last week his efforts 
paid off when the House passed his bill 
60 to 33. Under provisions of the bill, 
service stations remaining vacant for 
six months, will be ordered removed by 
the state. 

The measure is now in the hands of 
the Senate where it must be approved 
before it can become law. Tycoons of 
the big Ohio oil industry, are said to be 
prepared to pool their millions in an ef- 
fort to keep the bill buried in a Senate 
committed.

The Army’s Dual Standards 


The U.S, Military Services recently 
have made an effort to clamp down on 
fraudulent enlistments, especially 
where the enlistees have concealed 
criminal records. 

The Cincinnati Army Recruiting of- 
fice seemingly was guilty of many such 
infractions, either knowingly in an effort 
to fill its quota or the enlistees success- 
fully frauded the recruiter, 

In Cincinnati's case, a black recruiter © 
who at one time was the most out- 
standing recruiter in this district has 
been court martialed for fraudulent 
enlistments and unless there is a rever- 
sal of the decision, he will have to end 
a 14-year sparkling career with the 
army. 

He is Sgt. Ronald Watson who has 
been cited numerous times for his 
recruiting ability, Watson hds_ been 
court martialed, busted one strike and 
fined $100 a month for six months. This . 
Is the first time in this area that a 
fecruiter has been court martialed for 
fraudient enlistments. 

The army says that there are 19 other 
charges pending against Watson for 
the same thing. 

Watson suspects some racial. over- 
tones because of the harshness of the 
disciplinary action against him. He cites 


Capes of many other recruiters. charged. —--—Nebody went-to the penat system 


with the same offense, but who were 
reprimanded with just a slap on the 
wrist. 

It Is very easy to understand how 
recruiting especially during the Viet- | 


fam war could get into the practice of 
hiding criminal records, This. was an 
unpopular war. Quotas for recruiters 
were very difficult to make. 

The army's action seems to suggest 
that Watson deserves this severe 
punishment because he concealed in- 
formation from the army in order to get 
aman in. It suggests in so doing, Wat- 
son permitted the army to take in aman 
whose moral character was lower than 
the army's standards. BUNK. 

What makes the U.S. Army so much 
better than the rest of society? In most 
of the cases the enlistees who per- 
mitted themselves’ to be fradulently 
enlisted had served their sentences and 
had been probationed, This means that 
some degree of rehabilitation had taken 
Place, it also means that our penal 
system had decided that this Was a 
fehabilitated man and \an employable 
man capable of performing a duty in 
society and no fonger had to ba 
shielded away from society. 

In essence the penal system, that unit 
that was in charge of the person after 
he was convicted and sentenced, said, 
this man is ready to fulfill his function 
in society.

What are the basic standards of con- 
duct that: society holds for its police, 
and how does the community expect to 
achieve these standards? 

These and other questions relating to 
civil accountability and control of the 
police are examined in a new book 
edited by Dr. Leonard. Ruchelman, 
associate professor of government at 
Lehigh University. 

\n.the book, from New York Univer- 
sity Press (320 pp.; $11.95 ‘and titied 
“Who Rules the Police?," the editor of-_ 
fers a wide range of reading selections 
to probe the realities of the police of- 
ficer’s job in the context of community .. 
affairs, and to examine the implications 
of police ‘activism _for the political 
system. 

Other questions raised In the book in- 
clude: 

What are the special problems which 
confront the individual policeman when 


~ using law enforcement discretion? 


» What is the nature of political con- 
tention between established civil 
authority and organized police groups? 

According to Dr. Rucheiman, writing 
in an editor's note, police reform has 
been instituted from a narrow frame of 
reference. Preoccupied, with methods 
which would reduce police laxity or 
corruption while increasing efficience, 
civic leaders and public officials who 
helped make the rules, he says, have 
underestimated the significance of the 
policeman's own special values and in- 
terests. 

“Such attitudes,” he continues, “tend 


_ to distort the contemporary police role 


and bind the policeman in contradic- 
tions. Caught between what he is sup- 
posed to do as a matter of ‘sound ad- 
ministrative principle’ and what he ac- 
tually does in-tight of -prevailing cir- 
cumstances, the law officer is often 
converted into an early cynic.” 

As societal problems have increased 
and as the politics of communities have 
become more intense, the police of- 
ficer, Dr. Ruchelman maintains, has 
tended to respond through political 
stratagems of his own,

According to James Banks, the 
public housing official, potential 
residents of the city's 11,000 public 
housing units will.have their homes, 
credit ratings, and welfare agency 
records checked in an effort to weed 
out those who might not take care of 
their dwellings, might destroy property, 
or who have such grave problems "that 


‘neither the city nor the housing 


authority is able to deal with them.” 
Banks said a recent study indicated 
that the 20 per cent of public housing 
tenants whom the city has not been 
able to ‘‘deal" with are responsible for 
80 per cent of the authority's $10 
million annual maintenance bill. 


Black Youth 

Black youth's self-concept and self- 
respect will continue to suffer as long 
as American educators are guided in 
their ptofession by studies comparing 
blacks. with whites, says a University of 
Chicago child. psychologist. 7 

Such comparisons “lead only to 
biased, unscientific educational 
proposals, since there is no possibility 
that black children can become white,” 
contends Diana T. Slaughter, Assistant 
Professor of Education and in the Com- 
mittee on Human Development at the 
University. 

In the May issue of School Review, 
she writes: 

“The ideas of black Americans 
brought tosthe school by classroom 
teachers and educational ad- 
ministrators are largely those created 
by the psychological sciences. Their 
ideas are too often derived from 
research studies which are unscientific 
in theoretical formulation, design, im- 
plementation, and interpretation." 

Specifically concerning the formula- 
tion of self image, Slaughter suggests 
that studies comparing blacks with 
blacks would provide surer indicators 
of how to improve education. She also 
suggests that school administrators 
and teachers place more emphasis on 
the-—“by-products"- of the educational 
experience—how the Child develops as 
a person-—and less on skill acquisition. 

“The essence of black education in - 
the. future should be a focus upon 
identification and self- 
acceptance within that context, rather 
than simply personal achievement,” ex- 
plains Slaughter, ~ 

She adds that positive motivation to 
leam the basics would follow any 
significant improvement in a student's 
self-concept.

The announcement last week that 
Congress again intends to fund the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity is another 
example of the old saying “It's an ill 
wind that blows nobody good." 

That there exists a real possibility 
that some of the domestic programs 
scheduled for extinction by the Nixon 
Administration will be saved can be at- 
tributed more to the Watergate in- 
vestigation than to any other source, 

While there has been some valid 
criticism of the overall effectiveness of 
the OEO, one of the most ambitious of 
the Great Society programs, by its very 
experimental nature it was not 
designed to produce absolute answers 
to the problems of*the poor and disad- 
vantagéd citizens of the nation. 

It drew the wrath of the Nixon ad- 
ministration largely because one of its 
programs activated legal services 
lawyers who initiated class actions 
suits. against governmental agencies. 

The- confrontation. that. followed 
brought on a clash between the 
Congress, which was supposed to have 
the power of determining the value of 
federally-sponsored programs, and the 
Executive Department (Nixon and Co.) 
which'took the decision out of the 
hands ‘of the people's representatives.

Phillips, the hatchetman appointed by 
the President to do the carving job, was 
not legally serving in his post as acting 
OEO director, since his appointment 
had never been submitted 40 the 
Congress for approval. 

Congressman are now turning to the 
courts with lawsuits aimed at defining 
the limit of the powers of the President 
to withhold appropriations voted by the 
Congress on ‘widely scattered 
programs, including road construction, 
health services, and the like. 

The argument is that if the White 
House can unlawfully impound funds, 
make war, reorganize agencies, reduce 
corporate taxes, and engage in- other 
Activities spelled out in the Constitution” 
as Congressional prerogatives, then the 
representatives of the people might just 
as well stay home and forget about 
legisiation.

There has been too much complacent 
self-satistaction on the part of govern- 
ment officials and school ad- 
ministrators about the South's progress 
in desegregating. its dual school 
system. 

We've heard too much about the sim- 
ple tact ‘that more black children go to 
the same schools that white kids attend 
in the South, and not enough about the 
internal resegregation that occurs 
within schools and about the purge of 
black principals, administrators and 
teachers that is still going on, 

A recent conference in Atlanta, con- 
vened by several top civil rights and 
education organizations, put the 
spotlight on this neglected purge. 

The conference estimated that since 
the 1954 Sugreme Court decisidn that 
desegregated southern and border 
state school systems, some 31,000 
black teachers have lost their jobs. In 
1970 alone, the black community lost a 
quarter of a billion dollars in income 
because of this. 

As integrated school systems were 
introduced in most southern districts, 
many black teachers were fired or tran- 
sfered to jower-level jobs. Many black 
principals were either forced out of the 
system, or had white principals placed 
above them while their own title and 
responsibilities shrank to the assistant 
principal: level. ~ = 

Not, .only were existing black-held

wholesale budget cuts in human ser- 
vices program, which means that many 
more black educators may become 
jobless. 

Most of the dismissals and demotions 
have occurred in rural school districts, 
but the federal cuts will affect urban. 
programs as well, 80 1973 may see the 
purge of black educators extended. 

The situation is serious enough, but 
another new development makes it still 
more dangerous. Pressures to merge 
the black state colleges in the south 
with the prédominately-white colleges 
may result in a new purge of college 
teachers and administrators. State and 
local officials used desegregation as a 
tool with which to fire and ~ demote . 
black public school educators. ‘Will 
they also use it as a too! with which to 


purge black college teachers and ad- - 


ministrators? 

This is an important question 
because the purge has not~ only 
damaged the economy of black citizens 
in the South, it has dealt a severe blow 
to a considerable segment of the local 
black leadership class. 

There seems to have been a deter- 
mined effort to drive blacks out of the 
school systems of the South. Lay-offs, 
demotions and transfers to less 
desirable assignments, coupled with 
lack of access to administrators and 
district _ school _officials . have 
demoralized black educators and

Soon realizing the 
many hazards involved in 
distant auto trips, they ven- 
tured into short, near-by 
spots and resorts which 
would accept or primarily 
Cater to Blacks. Usually, with 
liquor sold on the premises 
(legal or otherwise), here he 
could relax and associate 
with other Blacks seeking or 
having similar views on vaca- 
tions, or longing to change 
the set patterns of previous 
years. 


Today, many Blacks can be 
seen traveling by ali modes of 
transportation to every part of 
the world. Today's travelérs 
need not be professionals, 
upper class or more affiuent 
than the average person, as 
we and ourwhite counterparts 
may have thought previously.

To Govern Buckeye Girls State

Since its creation in 1947, 
Buckeye Girl's State, spon- 
sored annually by the 
American Legion Auxilary of 
Ohio, has had 27 Girl's State 
governors, five of whom were 
black. 

Louise Laverne Washing- 
ton, 17, Warren, became the 
fifth black elected as gover- 
nor in the annual event. 


-Roxanne.White,..17,_Denison, 


Was elected-attorney general. 
Girl's State is geared to 
giving prospective high 
school seniors a glimpse of 
fundamental operations of 
local, county and state 
government, according to 
Mrs. Lester M. Merritt, direc- 
tor, Buckeye Girl's State, 
“The purpose of the pro- 
gram is to have young people 
gain from the mechanics of 
government operations by 
working in laboratory situa- 


tions," she said. 
“This includes holding 
elections for local, county 


and state offices. following 
the election laws, The girls 
must file petitions and have 
Primaries,” she continued. 

The girls are selected on 
criteria decided by the local 
chapters of the American 
Legion Auxiliary throughout 
Ohio. 

The. giris must be high 
school juniors at the time of 
selection ard single. No girl 
may be 18 years of age or 
older, = =< 

Of the 1245 girls attending 
the program this year, Mrs. 
Merritt estimated that ‘there 
were about twenty blacks in 
the program.

When asked why there was 
such a low number of black 
girls, she declared “We have 
no census, we cannot tell 


whether a girl is white or 
colored. We.have no uniform 


way of selecting the girls.” 


This ts pretty much left up to 
the local auxiliary.” 

She defended the Auxill- 
aty's selection process by 
saying “We make no distinci- 
tion with the girls. We don't 
like to be asked this question, 
it is immaterial.” 

Following the American 
Legion’s policy of making no 
racial"distinction' among the 
girl's, Mrs. Merritt said the or- 
ganization has no plans to 
mount a drive to recruit more 
black teenage girls. 

However, the blacks who 
did attend this year’s Girl's 
State had no gripe about the 
program. “The three black 
candidates for state offices 
characterized their week as 
being “hectic and busy.” 

Miss Washington, running

on the Nationalist ticket, ran 
on a platform of; rearrange- 
ment of the state's social 
priorities, enforcement of 
equal pay legislation, prison 


reform, and accurate 
screening of welfare ap- 
plicants.

But we did get to meet with 
State Personne! Director 
Joseph-Sommers— ofthe 
govemor’s cabinet,” she said.

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Integrated Schools Success Is Cited By OSU Ed

COLUMBUS 

Almost 20 years since the Supreme Court ruled that 
schoo! segregation is unconstitutional, the subject remains 
controversial and puzzling to. nvfiny.-And schools remain 
segregated — = 

William Wayson, however, is one professional educator 
who believes in integration and is confident in its future 

Wayson, who heads the Department of Education 
Development at Ohio State University, believes that forces-tor 
integration will eventually prevail 

The economic future of our cities depend on it, he éx- 
plained. The state will begin to get “polite pressure” from 
cities like Cincinnati saying we can't have the state per- 
mitting our cities to deteriorate 

The Supreme Court will nave to decide the state is 
responsible for desegregating suburbs and cities, he asser- 
ted 

Not a man easily swayed in -his views, Wayson became 
interested in school integration in 1953, one year before the 
Supreme Court decision. At a time when segregation was 
viewed.by whites .as-a Southern problem, Wayson made a 
Speech on segregation in the North at—Miami University 
(Ohio) 

Since that time, Wayson has worked with schools where 
integration, both racial and .economic, has been ac- 
complished successfully. 

“I'm firmly convinced,’’ he 5% “that segregated 
education is interior education, no matter what we do, 

Wayson's experience includes serving as principal of 
two schools which were integrated under his leadership. He 
has also done studies on urban education, teaching the 
disadvantaged and race relations 

In 1965, while a professor of educational administration 
at Syracuse University, he did a comprehensive study on the 
politics of curriculum development. 

Following this study, which included intensive interviews 
in. five large cities, Wayson said he was ready to leave the 
University, because he became aware that the Universities 
were doing nothing to help the situation. 

Instead he went on leave and, in 1967, became principal 
of Croton School in Syracuse. The School, later renamed Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr; School, was an all black inner city 
schoo! made up of students, from public housing. 

It-was considered the worst school in the city, Wayson 
related. When | started there, they expected me to quit by 
Thanksgiving. The city had nge riots. the month before 
school started. 

The school board was under orders from the state to in- 
tegrate, he said, and devised an ingenious plan to recruit 
white kids. to come to the school. > 

They advertised a special program with “things middie 
class people are taught to believe are valuable” (theater arts, 
French, etc.) and said the highest achieving students would 
be eligible. 

Two hundred students were selected -- one from every 
school in the city. Since 200 was not enough to integrate the 
entire schoo! of over 1000, only a portion of the classes were 
integrated at a 70 percent white - 30 percent black ratio. All 
non-classroom activities were integrated. 

Each.year the schoo! had more middle class people wan- 
ting their kids in than we could take, Wayson said, and by the 
third year, every class was integrated at the 50 percent level 
(the school’s overall enrollment also went down.) 

What makes integration work effectively in some schools 
and not in others? = be 

“Where integration has not worked well, you always find 
a group of educators against it ... feeding negative ideas to 
kids, reinforcing their own ideas,” Wayson said. “It’s a 
downhill! course.” 

“Where there was violence, there were always Officials 
who were against it.” 

“Integration is far more than putting bodies together.” It 
involves “changing teachers’ biases and helping them to 
discover new ways of relating to poor kids.” 

“To make integration work, you have, to stand for 
something,’ Wayson continued. “You're not going to get 100 
percent support from either~side.” 

At King School, “we took the position that human 
relations training was instruction - instruction more im- 
portant than what happens in the classroom." 

Wayson maintains that if schools were closed for a year 
and achievement tests were given, the results would be the 
same as they are now. But if the time were used to train 
teachers, the scores would double. 

“We had a rule that teachers had to visit students’ 
homes and we shortened the schoo! day for those visits,” 
Wayson said.

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In making the visits, the teachers found their prejudices 
were unfounded -- that parents do care and do respect them 
as teachers, They also learned what the community problems 
were, he observed 

To make integration work,” you cannot tolerate abuse of 
children, Wayson maintained. He described abuse as 
physical - allowing one child to harm another, and mental, 
“the worst abuse, because it shows thé child he's unworthy.’ 

As examples of mental abuse, Wayson listed “talking 
about the fact that a kid has failed, for all to hear,” “talking 
about a child's mom being prostitute,” “saying a child can’t 
learn or he always steals'’ “any overt statement of racism,” 
“unwillingness to vigit a child home,” “suspending without 
due process," and “assigning kids in Special education 
without a stringent check.” 2 

Wayson believes that,there is né way to prevent students 
in an all-white school from having strong feelings that blacks 
are inferior 

“The only way to teach people to work together and 
respect each other is by having them: work together! It 
doesn't happen by osmosis.’ 

Wayson recognizes the importance of developing pride 
in_ black contributions and in, having black models for 
Students. But this need not take place in an all-black school, 
he pointed out, 

Wayson believes schoo! integration should be economic 
as well as racial a: 2 

“The major models thatteach kids are their peers,” he 
said. “If they all come from a poor background, that's atl they 
have to teach one another.” 

He noted that deep inside every teacher and every poor 
person is the belief that the poor can't learn. As dne mother 
put it, he said, they may not learn more because they're next 
to a white kid but they wilf*get taught.” 

Wayson sees the Syracuse experience as evidence that 
integration is beneficial for all children 

At the end of the third year, the students who were 


bussed in to the King School were tested and the results—* 


matched against an equivalent set of students in segregated 
schools. 
“Ours did significantly better on all tests,” Wayson said. 
He also noted that students in‘other integrated schools 
did better, even where no special programs had been Carried - 
Out in support of ‘the integration. Significantly, students in

students in integrated classes in other schools that had no 
special programs, 

Although much Publicity has been given to the problems: 
with integration, Wayson pointed out that integration is 
working well in hundreds of schoo! systems, particularly in 
the South, : 

“It principals and teachers are committed to the idea, 
you won't get community pressures against it," he said. 

Asked about the suit being filed against the Columbus. 
Board of Education for Operating a segregated school 
system, Wayson said there is no question'it is segregated 
and operating with very discriminatory educational practices. 

“Any reasonable judge or jury would find 
discrimination,” he- said, 

Not one to mince words, Wayson calls the Columbus 
Plan a “cynical attempt to convince People you're doing 
something; at the same time, you don't want to do anything." 

It reflects the “naive belief you can bring about change 
without any opposition," he Said, ‘and is‘doomed to failure.” 

“Every action last year demonstrated to me that the 
Board does not want to integrate. They -were attempting to 
Substitute words to cover up that fact,” he a8serted,

was no evidence, and lots to the contrary.” 

“The sad part is there are two poor white kids for every 
one black who is harmed by this inattention to segregation. 
Their parents are sucked in to fighting against the very thing 
that would help their kids.” 7 

Although Waysoén is deeply committed to integration, he 
does not regard it as an easy step. “Most of what is needed,” 
he said, “money won't buy.” That includes "guts, courage, 
commitment and dedication.” 

Anyone who is truly committed to ‘change, however, 
knows that it is not always going to be easy. To illustrate the 
point, Wayson quotes Frederick Douglass: 

“Those who profess to favor freedom, yet deprecate 
agitation, are men who want crops without plowing the 
ground; they want. rain without thunder and lightning; they 
want the ocean without the awful roar of its many waters."
